LEANING the, Augean stables 
was an ensy task in compari- 
son with that of the modern social 
worker.. Anyone who has under- 
taken social welfare work serious- 
ly will Inow that that is true. 
There are two fates before auch ao 
person, and only two: the first is 
the bitterncan of personal faflure 
because of the endlesn immensity 
of the task; the second fs personal 
-faflure, not quite ‘so bitter, 
through organising and = institu- 
tlonnliaing the work which has 
been undertaken. This latter 
has been the fate of every aingle 
effort to improve the conditions of 
life of. the under-privileged and 
the disposacraed, except only those 
that have been carried out as the 
expreasion of a personal religious 
revolution againat the capitaliat 
regime, 


According to a great German 
democrat, “Socinl Service is the 
Red Cross behind the Capitalist fir- 
ing-line.” Bo Tong af our present 
system holds, so long will the Au- 
geon task remaln, unless our hhu- 
manttarlanism should be reduced 
to the point of view of the mind 

_which commanded the shooting of 
the Chinese lepers at Yeung Kong. 


Places Like 
Hong Kong 


Places like Hong Kong which 
have achSeved na certaln fame for 
the: variety of their social nnd 
philanthrople servicer -proclaim 
to the world the fact that the evils 
attendant upon the working of 
their cconomic systems are such 
as require every ounce of humani- 
tarian service which their com- 
mtnity can provide, 


In other words, the sulfcring 


caused directly ard indirectly by 
Capitalism is so great that even 
Capitatints are disgusted . with 


some of the by-products of thelr : 


own selfishness. 


Psychologically there are two 
reasons for the existence of social 
service agencies, such as our 
Street Sleepers Society, or the So- 
cicty for the Protection of Child- 
ron. Each of .thesg socicties, and 
nll others like them, would have 
to cease their functloning if Hong 
Kong ceased to-provide the moncy 
necessary for their work. The 
fact that they aro supported by 
the community Is duc to one or 
other of two reasons. Tho first Is 
that the troubled conscience of the 
Westerner as influenced the com- 
munity to do something to mit!- 
gate the evila which his economic 
aystem has introduced to the East; 
the second is that our finer sen- 
sibilities are revolted at the sight 
of homeless folk making the strect 
thelr bed, of girls becoming 
mothers before they have becors 
women, and of all the hideous 
variety of diseases which follow 
in the wake of . poverty.. Such 
Christianity os we Individually 
possess Inys the injunction upon 
ua to love our fellows, and this 
injunction swe seck to fulfil in the 
easiest possible way—by giving 
moncy which would otherwise be 
apent on more personal forms of 
selfishness, ; 


Exalted Selfishness 


Despite its beneficial results in 
the temporary alleviation of hu- 
man suffering, our soclal service, 
whore it ia not carried out by in- 
dividual. manual work for tho dis- 
possessed, without, any matorlal 
reward,. fa. nothing more than 
exalted ‘selfishness—an unintolli- 
gent atternpt to redeem the evi} 
which: our economic lives create 
and perpetuate, 


Even although we commandecr- 
ed half of the entire revenue of 
the Colony and devoted it to such 
work we would stilf be guilty of 
eelfish ineffectiveness, .“Patron- 
age, charity, paternalism are not 
enough.. Preaching fs not enough. 
‘Education fs’ not enough. Relfct 
work is not enough.”

“A Great Human 
Purpose” 


en is impossible! We 
must turn and -facd ** conditions 
which frustrate us. A‘man’s work, 
if {t In to natiafty him -wholly must 
have: its roots very doop inthe soll 
of human necosaity. His deepest do- 
sire must ba to be used for what 
Keats called ‘a. great. human pur- 
poso”. That may sound high-falutin’: 
it is, unless we'see, quite’ simply, that 
the only great human ' purpose fs not 
a causo like social sérvica, or nation- 
alist fnnaticism, but that it fs an Bll- 
is éreatfon: 


inclustve purpose. * It 
making something, lotting the aie 
fold activity of Life (or if you prefer 
it, God) creato itself anow through 
your life, From a goodly turnip to a 
comely child, from o now industrial 
procesn to a new vision of the world 
all is creation. And man’s only satis- 
fying renson for maintaining himsclt 
alive {s that he may be an instrument 
of creation. Not that ho has to have 
a antinfactory reason for maintaining 
life. Instinct alone will sce to that. 
But the intelligent human purposo of 
tho instincts of self-prescrvation Is to 
maintain man as an {instrument for 
creation, 


This Impulse for creation Is ao decp 
and so primal that if it is thwarted, 
man goes mad. Mad, not in tho sense 
of being conventionally {nsane: for 
what passes for nanity in a world so 
sick nm ours tn ftself madness: but 
mad, in that deeper sense, that his 
Inatinct for creation turns in upon It- 
nelf and becomes a frenzy of Ilfe- 
destruction. , 


Life Destruction 


We can recognise this frenzy for 
life destruction when it takes the 
form, ns it is doing to-day, of ,threat- 
ening modern war; or tho fantastic 
shapo which it took quite recently of 
burning ‘coffee-beans by tho thousand 
tons, ploughing in every third row of 
cotton plants, and using good grain 
to keep furnace boilers going. 


The madness of life destruction in 


elemental satisfaction of produc- 
ing ten blades of corn or rice 
where ‘one grew before? That 
creative satisfaction is our na- 
tural ‘birthright and it is denied 
us. The ordinary mind is afraid 


to look honestly at oll the frus- of the individual man; the frustration 


tration of instinctive human 
effort which capitalism implies. 
That frustration is bitterly iMus- 
trated: in thé queues at the La- 
bour Exchanges in Britain, and 
in the tremendous amount of ab- 
ject poverty which this Colony 
shelters. 


Theso millions, (and they are 
spread all over the world) aro 
merely the .men and women in 
whom is complete the life frus- 
tration which gnaws at us all. 
There is no escape. Even the 
parson and the priest, in whom 
the creative redeeming spirit may 
seem free to operate without 
hindrance is totally involved, as 
much as tho merchant and the 
soldier, in this condition of social 
discaso. He fs inescapably con- 
sclous of and inhibited by the 
sickness of society.as a whole; or 
if his attachmont to socicty Is 
sentimental, and ho has never 
analysed the instinctive disposi- 
tion in him from which his emo- 
tlonal reactions are ‘born, his job 
is comparable only to a luxury 
trado in the dofng of which, ho 
éxperlences the joy of . losing 
himself for bricf hours. But ft is 
an occupation which is not o valid 
exchange for bread snd butter, 
clothing, Hght and shelter. 


On tho-cconomic level: he hus no: 


‘function whatever. 


He learns by. ‘bitter grim ox 
perience, that his work which Is, 
fmplicitly, perhaps supreme in the 


* scale of human values, is the least’ 


nocossary of all, 


- Whether or not he -has: the ‘in- 
tellectual capacity, of moral hon- 
city, to analyse the underlying 
conflict of his Hfe, he knows “on 
hia pulses’ tho reality of lIife- 
frustration whith ‘bewilders so- 
.elety to-day. There fa no escape 
even in the pulpit — it i:had ‘be-. 
come. In: truth, “oa. coward’s 
castle,” untess. the man in it is 
prepared to lve what Christ’ 
taught. °~ : 


these actions is plain to seo, But 
tho condition of the individual man In 
his inward life wo cannot see because 
we are all too de¢ply Involved in it. 


Yct precisely as the great produc- 
tive powers of nature are boing frus- 
trated to-day by our cconomics of 
madness, so are the creative powers 
ofthe individual life and frustration 
of the world economy are interde- 
pendent parts of the one grent hap- 
pening. 7 y 


Whaoreas we'can see and hear the 
disharmony in the great world ma- 
chine, we are Insensitive. to the 
grinding, jarring disharmony in our- 
selves; to the sterile: friction of tha 
average marrioge, the sterile’ inward 
conflicts that steadily consumo the 
whole Hfo of the average man and 
woman. A whole vast “life-form’’ is 
disintegrating; a life-form ‘of which 
we individuals are the elemonts,, in 
which wo have lived so. long, that we 
cannot imngine, or endure in our 
selves, tho birth of anew one. 


Tinkering 


All that we appear to bo able to do 
is to tinker around the circumferenco 
of tho system——even our exports in 
cconomics can do no more than strug- 
gle to keep the show going—but tin- 
kering will achicvo nothings the de- 
cay is deep within, within the system, 
within ourselves. Those who know 
this to be trua and are anxious to 
begin the work of creating the now 
order, don't know where to bogin.

Hong Kong notes will 
cease to be legal tender ‘in 
Kwangtung Province as from 
September 1.

Soong, revealed to-day 
official pronouncement 
Kwangtung finances, 

The pronouncement states that: 

1. Foreign bank-notes (includ- 
ing Hong Kong notes) wil) not be 
accepted in Kwangtung as_ legal 
tender as from ‘September 1. 

2, All Cunton notes ‘must be 
withdrawn from circulation by 
January 1 next year, when the 
sole logal notes will be the Na- 
tional currency notes. 

Withdravial from circulation of 
foreign and Canton bank-notes 
will be a gradual process. 

The ‘notes can be presented at 
any of ‘the three Government 
banks — the Central Bank of 
China, the Bank of China and the 
Bank of Communications—where 
they will be exchanged for Na- 
tional notes, the standard money 
in China. ed 

All business transactions, adds 
the pronouncement, will be based 
on the national currency, the new 
rule applying also to foreign ex- 
change operations. —. Our Own 
Correspondent.

THE SPANISH TANGLE 


HERE is some substance in the complaint occasionally made 
that the people who write books and newspapers as soon 
ns trouble breaks out anywhere claim to have foreseen it, but 
that they have failed to explain. beforehand why it was in- 
evitable, The defence that might be made is that almost every- 
where there is always the possibility of trouble, bit the pop- 
sibility also that some leader will turn up with the btrength and 
wisdom to avoid it, and that the near approach of tHe danger 
often turns out to have made the hotheads more cautious. To 
prophecy ‘the worst would be considered a very unfriendly act. 
It is sixteen years since Lenin prophesied that Spain would be 
the next country to adopt Communism., But there have been 
several moments since then when concord might have been 
secured, — so far as concord has been secured in Spain within 
the last century. So many compromises between fiercely local 
patriotisms have been arranged, how could any prophet foresee 
that in the course of one more faction fight the whole nation 
would fly at each other's throats, “fighting like devils for con- 
ciliation, hating each other for the love of God?” : 
The best clue to intelligent reading of the confused news 
is to take a map showing the physical geography of the country, 
and note the big mountain ranges. Transport has always been 
the big internal problem of Spain. And in’ war the necessity 


to travel by road or rail that goes winding up steep gradients. 


through narrow passes makes it ensy to cut off all communica- 
tion. What has really happened therefore is that when once 
the attempt to capture Madrid as the centre of the central plain 
had failed, the fighting split itself into provincial “side-shows” 
in which neither side had any real combination with its nominal 
allies elsewhere. Nobody has thought that General Franco was 
a second Napoleon, but no professional soldicr would have 
divided his forces into separate units as he might be supposed 
from the cables to have done, except under necessity. 

Jt is still dificult to understand why he should have con- 
centrated against Bilbao and Santander and the North West 
corner of the country, unless his object was to cut off com- 
munications with France and England by sea, and to open them 
with Germany. The Basques are a Catholic and conservative 
race, and if Madrid had been captured it should have been easy 
to regard their independent republic as-a temporary expedient, 
and satisfy them with a generous grant of local autonomy. It 
will be very difficult to forgive so savage a reprisal as the destruc- 
tion of Guernica, the old capital, and neither Spaniards nor 
Basques find it easy to forgive anything. At the moment air- 
force is supreme, and there is not only indisputable evidence of 
eyewitnesses to.the fact that this drastic move was done by 
German planes, but photographs to support them. 

The cynic is an unsafe guide, but it is unsafe to turn a deaf 
ear to his suggestions. His account of the matter is that 
Genoral Franco assured his friends that the fighting would all 
be over in three months if he got the assistance for which ha 
was willing to offer terms. Germany has abandoned the ordin- 
ary machinery of international exchange in favour of direct 
barter “for goods or services.” Spain is of course cnormously 
rich in the heavy minerals of which the national rearmament 
scheme has consumed vast quantities, and which are still in 
demand. Our own rearmament had the effect of sending up 
the price, and making it even more important to get supplies 
that would not have to be paid for with money. Bilbao would 
be the base of export, and would have to be held by an authority 
that would not insist too strongly on the country’y wealth being’ 

used for the people. The wants of Italy are very similar, but

London, Yesterday. 

The Foreign Secre- 
tary, speaking in the de- 
bate on foreign affairs 
initiated in the House of 
Commons yesterday by 
the Liberal Leader,. Sir 
Archibald Sinclair, re 
plied to his questions on 
the situation in the Far 
East, where Mr. Eden 
said he thought it was 
true to say there were 
certain definite and en- 
couraging signs of im- 
provement. 

Conversations had been pro- 
ceeding with the representatives 
of the Japanese Government on 
the possibility of better under- 
standing and a better ordering 
of Anglo-Japanese relations 
generally, and these conversa- 
tions, so far as they had gone, 
encouraged the hope that it 
might be possible at a very car- 
ly date to begin an examination 
of conerete proposals. 

ASSURANCE TO CHINA 

_ “Mention of Anglo-Japanese 
conversations in the past has 
given rise to anxiety, in certain 
quirters that an Anglo-Japan- 
ese understanding may be 
effected at the expense of China 
-and I take this opportunity of 
renewing once more the assur- 
ance I have already given on 
more than one occasion, that 
the British Government hnve 
no intention of doing anything 
of that kind. : 

Our relations with the 
Chinese government are ¢x- 
cellent. What we hope for 
and what ‘we will work for is-- 
an increaue of friendship and 
mutual trust between all the 
nations of the Far East. We 
are convinced that an under- 
standing with Japan ‘would, 
under certain conditions, con- 
tribute to that end.” 

PACIFIC PACT 

Referring to the proposal for a 
Pacific Pact of Non-Aggression, 
Mr. Eden said it was a matter 
which must be appronched with 
some circumsapection and it might 
be unwise to attempt nny negotia- 
tion until they knew a little more 
clearly what were the views of 
other governments. 

They hoped shortly to make 
preliminary soundingy! among 
the interested governments, 
after which’ they would be in 
a position to decide whether 
any definite proposals could 
be made with a reasonable 
chance of success.

. Such is the problem of malnutrition in the 
Colony, the legacy of years of acute poverty among 
the great mass of the community, that, there is 
barely one Chinese in a hundred who is not suffer- 
ing in some form or other, gravely mostly, mildly 
in some cases, from the consequences of insufficient 
or inadequate food, declared an eminent local 
medical ‘man, discussing the question with the 
“Sunday Herald” yesterday. 


The most valuable recommendation that the 
Nutrition Committee, headed by Professor Ride; is 
likely to make, is the organisation of definite ex- 
|periments over selected groups among the poorer 


classes, 


It will be a matter rogarding 
which public opinion should not 
permit Government to consider the 
cost, which will possibly be heavy 
over the perfod necessary, for it 
muat be considered justified what- 
ever. {it is, in the interest of the 
general health of the community. 

The toll. of tuberculosis, 
which appears to be developing 
into an ever-increasing menace, 
is closely linked with mainutri- 
tion. ‘The scandal of the Co- 
lony’s slums is only half the 
story.

These figures get at the root of 
the evil. Noither birth control 
nor slum clearance will mest the 
essential problem though they 
might maltiants:| some of tho worst 
offects.

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CONDITIONS 


SURVEY OF RECENT SWINGS. ..|: 


The June analysis of trading con- 
ditions Issucd by the National City 
Bank of Now York ‘states that 
there is no reason to find any imy- 
story in tho reaction In the markets 
and tho slackening of new buying. 
Business tends normally to swing 
forward and backward, and each 
swing js a reaction from tho con- 
ditions preceding. ° = 

In tho last quarter of 1936 and 
tho first quarter of 1937 there was 
a vory rapld rise, both in prices 
and business activity, all over tho 
world. Business men were buying 
ahead, speculators were helping tho 
movement along, and the induce- 
ment to cover forward require- 
ments was great enough for a timo 
to outweigh all other ‘ considera- 
tlons. Tho result was a temporary 
congestion= most acute In the mar- 
kets where speculators were most 
activo. : 

Congestion Relieved 


During the past two months this 
congestion has ‘been relieved in two 
ways, by the imerease in produc- 
tion, and by speculators turning 
acliera. The renction. in the mar 
kets was inevitable and whole- 
some, . 

It has been most pronounced in 
London, and in the commoditica 
entering. international trade, which 
were centres of apeculation. The 
drop In American staple commodity 
prices was part of the world de- 
cline, and security markets were 
affected also, both because the ab- 
normally large foreign investments 
in American securities made them 
senaitive to disturbance pbroad, 
and ‘because rising industrial costs, 
Inbour difficulties, questions as to 


|} Government policy, and other con- 


ditions were creating uncertainty. 
Outlook Improved 

With the speculative advances 
corrected, the outlook for the Au- 
tumn is improved. It is fair to 
say that commodity prices in the 
main are neither too high nor too 
low; they give reasonable returns 
to producers, and do not over- 
burden consumers. A good work- 
ing 'bainnce in priccs promotes 
trade. Conversely, continuation of 
the rapid advances, and over-0x- 


tension of the boom psychology, 
would haye menaced autumn busi- 
ness. 

The forward buying which put 
up the markets during the first 
quarter left the industries with 
heavy unfilled orders, against 
which they are now working. The 
slackening in new business is ex- 
plained by these backlogs, for 
when the industries are sold far 
ahead buyers obviously are well 
covered. Of course no one can 
yet foretell what the situation will 
be when manufacturers begin to 
need more business. If buyers 
have not over-ostimated their re- 
quirements thoy will bo back in the 
markets in good time. However, a 
rapid and prolonged forward move- 
ment in trade and prices fs ad- 
mittedly more Ikely to Induce 
over-buying and accumulation of 
inventories than the contrary, and 
this is the uncortain factor. 

Boom Area 

In the consumor goods industries 
business has been on the rise since 
the Spring of 1938 (to go no far- 
ther back), and since Inst Fall has 
been plainly in the “boom” area, 
substantially above the 1929 peak. 
Hence it {s among these industries 
that over-production and recession 
are most likely to occur. Invarl- 
ably they move up and down more 
rapidly than the heavy industries, 
where the swings are longer, and 
according to common experience 
thoy would be expected to react 
aftor a yonr of record-breaking 
output. 

No severe recession in induatri- 
al production is likely, as long os 
business men are. investing capital 
and spending on plant and equip- 
ment. ‘The consumer goods and 
capital gogds groups of. induatrics 
are of about ‘equal importance: in 
tho aggrogate busincss but the 
greatest fluctuations sro in the 
latter, and tho variations in busi- 
ness volume ‘aro influenced . more 
by variations in business ‘spending 
than by changes in consumer pur- 
chasing power traceable to other 
causes. : ‘ 

_ The Capital Goods Industries 

In the capital goods industrics 
production with few oxcoptions is 
atill bolow 1929 lovels, and below 
capacity. The shortages of capital 
goods. crdated :by. the... depression 
have not beon made up, end the 
domands that are coming along 
with rising prosperity ‘are making

these ‘shortages critical.’ The pro- 
duction of housing, of heavy, elec~ 
trical and ratlway equipment, and 
machinery, has increased greatly 
in tho past two years, and these 
industrics aro strongly on tho up- 
grade, but no .informed person 
claims that tho necds aro satisfied, 
or that the market for these. goods 
Is being ovor-supplied. . 

_ ‘During the past two months de- 
mand for capital gooda has been 
sustained better than demand for 
goods of overy-day consumption. 
Machine too) orders in Apri! were 
highest evor recorded in industry; 
the indox climbed to 282.5 
(1926—100), | compared with 
126.7 in April last year, and 186.3, 
the peak In 1929.

Messrs. G.. A. Harriman and Co.'s

BRIDGE NOTES 


The New| Two- Way Bi 


HE Two-Way Three Bid, intro- 
duced last year into the Cul- 
bertaon system aa an oponing pre- 
omptive with n designedly ambigu- 
ous meaning, is given oxtended 
unes In the 1937 edition of the 
"Gold Book.” The bid may now 
be made by the responder as avoll, 
nnd nlso ns an over-call when an 
opponent opens. 

The occasion’ on which this 
method of handling solid and 
near-solid sults may be employed 
have thus. been considerably mul- 
tiplied. The rules governing these 
extended uses may be summarised 
as follows: 

A Three bid by the responder fs 
two-wny if it skips an ordinary 
forcing-to-yame bid, Thua, if 
North opens with One Heart, a 
bid by South of Three Spades is 
two-way, for It sklps tho forcing- 
to-game bid of Two Spades; but 
a bid by South of Three Diamonds 
in the ordinary force. Three Din- 
monda would, however, be two-way 
if made in response to an opening 
bid of One Club. 

A Two-Way Three bid by a re- 
sponder js forcing to game. 

When a responder urca.the Two~ 
Way Three, any bid of a new suit 
by the opener fs an Asking Bid. 

Any jump bid of Three made 
over an opponent's opening bid of 
another suit fa two-way. It is not 
forcing. 

When an opponent's suit is over- 
called by a Two-Way Three, the 
partner should bid Three No- 
Trumpr only with a stopper in the 
opponent's uit. Otherwise his 
responses are much as if his part- 
ner had been the opening bidder, 
except that to bid Four of a lower- 
ranking suit over Three of a 
major, or Three Diamonds over 
Three Clubs, or Three Spades over 
Three Hearts, two honour-tricks 
instead of 2/4 suffice.

To bid Four of a Jower-ranking 
suit over Threo of a major, or 
Three’ Dinmonds over Threo 
Clubs, or Throe Spades over Three 
Hearts, with two of tho three top 
(A K Q) honours and 214 (or 2 a8 
defender) honour-tricks, a five- 
card suit is no longer needed. A 
four-card, or with somo addi- 
tional values, even a three-card 
suit, suffices. 

Four No-Trumpa may now be 
bid with 334 honour-tricks, Includ- 
ing three Aces or two Aces and 
one of the four, top (A K Q J) 
honours of the bid suit (instead 
of four honour-tricka, including 
three Aces or two Accs and ‘tho 
King of the bid suit). 

Tho meaning of the Grand Slam 
forcing bid of Five No-Trumps has 
been modified when ft is uned after 
either partnor has made a Two- 
Way Three bid. Ordinarily it tells 
the partner to bid the Grand Slam 
if he holds two of the threo top 
trump honours, and the Small 
Sinm if he has only one. As a 
strong Two-Way Three bidder 
himsclf always has two of the 
three top honours, the free bid of 
Five No-Trumps in this situation 
has been logically adjusted thus: 

Used by the Three bidder, it 
commands the partner to bid the 
Grand Slam if he has one of the 
three top (A K Q) trump honours, 
and the Small Slam ff not; and 

Used by tho partner of the 
Three bidder, it commands the! 
Three bidder to bid the Grand 
Slam {f his suit is absolutely solld, 
and the Small Slam if it has a 
loser.
